1 agree further that the Preiident of the 
United States l.as the conllitutional compr- 
tence to reccite Amhafl'adors and other public 
miniiiers, and that in the power.to receive is 
included the power to rt 'afe for reefonablfl 
cauC'-f and that he is conftitutionally the judg« 
of tnis rc.ifonable caufe. Whenevtr therefore 
a foreign miiiiller has con?rnitted an offence 
for which he ought to be refufcd liberty to 
communicat«; with the adminiflration, the Pre* 
fidcnt may refufc it. — If an oiTence mòre grcfs 
has been comiritted« for which the minider 
ought to be required to depart from the U nit­ 
ed States, the Prefident may order his depar­ 
ture. 
If the miniiler has committed an atre, 
cious crime for which he ought to fuflfer cor­ 
poreal punilhment) the Prefident may order 
him to be lent home that he may be puniftied 
by his own government. And tlte gentlemen 
of the fword are the proper officers to be em- 
ploytd for this purpoie.
